But 4 
reporter, sporting 4 bushy beard and 
carrying a suspicious looking box, found 
that security wasn't so tight.

WASHINGTON (AP)~ 1 marched into the 
Pentagon Thursday carrying 4 shabby 
yellow shoe box just to see how far I

1 walked for a mile, all the way to 
Secretary of Defense Malvin R Laird’s 
office, and nobody stopped me 

Nobody stopped me either five minutes

Two Marine sergeants gave me a cold 
eye as they chatted in the corridor, but 
they didn’t have a word to say about my 
box. The cold eye could have been 
directed at my beard 


it was the same almost everywhere I 
went the Capitol, the Senate Office 
Building, the Justice Department 
Internal Revenue Service, the Post Office 
Department, the Interior Department, 
und even the General Services 
Administration 

The GSA was the department that 
ordered the tightened security in the first 
place. In a directive Monday it said 
entrance to government buildings should 
be denied ‘to anyone carrying suspicious 
packages Unless they voluntarily submit 
the package for identification.” 

But for all the government guards knew 
the box could have held a bomb

“What do you have in that box?” guard 
A.R. Burgoon asked as he unobtrusively

Birmingham, Alabama where she received a vivid close-up of Sheriff 
Bull Connor, the real-4ife counterpart of our Dodge salesman. When 
Connor addressed anyone as “boy,”’ he was talking to a black man and 
not some honkey driving a new car 

The federal government must be the largest employer of 
photographers in the nation. As a matter of policy, government agents 
take picture of anything or anyone that might be “subversive.” Only 
God and J. Edgar Hoover know how many of these people were 
snapping away in the South during the civil rights movement of the late 
fifties. The photo-men covered the area well enough to get a picture of 
teen-aged Angela Davis working on voter registration drives or walking a 
picket line. She was officially identified as a member of SNCC and 
given a folder in the FBI's vast file system 

Whether the “super cops” later added pictures of her graduation day 
ceremonies at Brandeis University isn’t really important. What is 
important, is the fact that Angela was quickly pointed out as a member 
of the Communist party when she took a position in the philosophy 
department of UCLA in July, 1969. (That folder was growing ) 

Angela Davis- brilliant, black, and a woman -is a major contradiction 
of every American “racist” myth supported for the last two-hundred 
years by people afraid of change Being that, she did not stand by and 
watch racist America kick the crap out of its minorities. In short 
Angela is a threat to all of those people with a stake in the game just as 
it stands. The protectors of the status quo have done their best to 
railroad her out of that game When attempts to fire her at UCLA 
failed. . low and behold she is linked to a horrendous crime of kidnap 
and murder Whether she would knowingly lend guns to a 17 year-old 
youth for any purpose at all seems doubtful. But in the face of ach 
charges she fled. The venomous intent of the FBI was evident wher 
they placed her on their list of the “Ten Most Wanted’ suspects in the
